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EFFORTS TO 


END STRIKE 


UNA VAILING 


Conferences Between Railroads 


and Employes Leave Situation 
More Aggravated Than Ever. 


Humane Society Prevents Shipments of Live 


Chickens from Starving-Tons of Half 


Spoilt Produce Given to the Poor- 


20,000 Are Idle. 


CHICAGO, July 14.—The conferences 


between committees of the men and the 
railroad managers have come to naught. 
Even when President Curran told the 
committcemen to accept. 17y» cents»; a 
modification of his earlier instructions, 
no progress was made. A man familiar 
with the employers' side of the 
fight 


said: 


"The situation among the railroads is 


nbout this: The 
western 
roads 
are 


swearing mud and for tho most part 
won't biulgc an inch, the eastern people 
want more time to consider. I suppose 


. this is because they have to do consider- 


able conferring with New York where 
most of them have their headquarters. 
The railroads claim to have enough men 
in thoir warehouses to handle all busi- 
ness brought to them. They stand to lose 
considerable, but it is nothing to what 
Chicago wholesalers ere losing."' 


At 1:30 p. m. President .Curran of the 


freight .handlers gave out a statement in 
whicii !ie said: 


"All 
of the conferences 
today 
have 


failed although we sent committees of 
1heir own men to the managers as they 
hiul requested. Hereafter the managers 
will have to confer with officials of the 
union. If they want to watte $100,000 
a liny over a question of half a cent in- 
crease in wages we will let them try it." 


Two telcgrnms received from Governor 


Yale* by F. W. Job, chairman of the 
stale board of arbitration, read as fol- 
lows: 


The First—"Teiider services of the 


state board of arbitration in the freight 
handler.*' strike." 


The second—"Lose no time in tender- 


ing impartial services of your 
board. 


Complaints arc numerous that perish- 
able goods are being lost.'' 


On receipt of the second telegram from 


Cor. Yat.es, Chairman .lob set out to 
visit the teamsters, the freight handlers 
r.nd -the railway managers. The entire 
state board of arbitration will be' in Chi- 
cago tomorrow. 


FRUIT SPOILS BY CARLOAD. 
. 


Commission merchants on South Wa- 


ter street, declared Hint usually animated 
market dead. In times .of commercial 
peace this street is one of the most con- 
gested in the Caucasian world. Today 
in front of many of the stores there was 
not a \vagon and scarcely a crate, box or 
TJIIITC' of produce. Some had a few ber- 
ries brought by boat from Michigan and 
Wisconsin, hut -these were about the 
only fresh arrivals. Thirty cars of high- 
ly perishable stuff was reported on tho 
track, while many more cars containing 
commodities which will last a fow days 
longer lay abandoned. After 
today's 


arrivals by rail only three carloads were 
•cared for promptly. These contained 
live 'poultry. It was sa.id that the hu- 
mane society would not allow them to 
perish, and a permit was secured to take 
them to South Water street. 


OHICKEXS SAVED FROM DEATH. 
In securing the release of the chickens 


an ngent of the humane society 
was 


brought into use. He went to President 
Curran, accompanied by the representa- 
tives of- the firms to whom the fowls had 
been s-hippcd and declared that, the 
chickens could nol be allowed to remain 
cooped up to starve. 


"1 don't want 'em to starve any 


nore'n you do,' replied the little man 
who is at the head of one of Chicago's 
•worst strikes. He thereupon issued an 
order permitting the removal of the 
feathered freight. 
John G. Shortall. president of the hu- 


mane society, declared that no "live" 
shipments should be allowed to suffer, 
no matter how long the strike lasted.

DRIVER UHASED BY PICKETS. 
A driver in a. light wagon who suc- 


ceeded in delivering two small packages 
to the Santa Fe had a stirring time of 
it. When .it became apparent to the 
striking pickets that he was headed for 
the warehouse they 
made a rush for 


him. 
A squad of policemen came to the 


rescue .and the driver reached the ware- 
house i" safety. 


•Better come inside where you will be 


safe," one of the nou union froiglii hand- 
lers advised. Several hours later the 
wagon stood empty where the driver had 
loft it. The latter remained in the ware- 
house, while packets guarded every ave- 
nue of escape. So far 
as 'could be 


learned this driver's two packages were 
the only ones delivered during the fore- 
noon to the depot. 


POOR PEOPLE HAVE FEAST. 


Much 
of the 
fruit and vegetables 


which came in yesterday was reshipped 
last night, although it is said, • without 
adequate refrigeration. Vegetable and 
fruit peddlers succeeded in getting par- 
tial supplies from Uic_depots during ..the, 
d;iv, but it was only after much trouble 
with the pickets and assistance from the 
police. Tons of half-spoiled stuff 
was 


given to poor people who waited 
at 


nearly all tli? depots in crowds, each one 
cnrrying n basket or bag. 


Despite the assertion of President 


Field of the Knickerbocker loe company, 
that ice was going to the freight houses, 
pickets assorted that not one cake of ice 
passed their lines this forenoon, 


STAND RAILROADS TAKE. 


Previous to meeting the committees 


the railroad malingers and supcrinten- 
ileuls hold a mooting unong themselves. 
They remained of the mind that 17 cents 
is ii proper compromise between the 10 
cent-* paid and the IS cents asked orig- 
inally by the truckers. This unanimity 
of opinion among the managers is taken 
in explanation of the failures of the con- 
ferences which followed. Of the manag- 
ers' meeting, F. A. Delano, of the Bur- 
lington, said: "We discussed the situa- 
tion at length. We talked tentatively of 
!;he wage problem. We consider that we 
have ferformcd our 
full 
duty to the 


public. Our freight houses arc manned 
und we lire ready to do business. If the 
men want to go tack to work they can 
do so. It is up to the people who have 
goods t.o ship to get them to the freight 
bouses. That is the way we look at the 
situation." 


GOODRICH DOCKS IDLE. 


There was no business at the Goodrich 


Steamship docks this morning. 'Men 
were on hand to lake freight, but all 
they had to ilo was to sit around on 
bales 
and boxes awaiting 
delivery 


throughout the city. 


"We have had offers to carry an enor- 


mous amount of freight for big houses 
via Milwaiikne for transhipment," 
said 


an officer of the company, "and we have 
refused them. 


'We stand ready to attond to all busi- 


ness in the usual channels, but we do 
not care to complicate the situation. 
Had it not been for the fact that several 
ten rasters have made promises to the 
union pickets and used our roadway as 
a means of reaching tlic freight depots 
we might still 
be doing business. No 


wagons can deliver goods to us now." 


The teamsters at all the big tsores 


showed up for city delivery work, which 
was an improvement over 
Saturday 


when there was little delivery of any 
kind. 


20,000 MEN ARE IDLE. 


, The second week of the freight hand- 
lers' strike began tod^y with 20,000 men 
idle and shipping at a standstill. The 
railroad warehouses, ordinarily hives of 
indsutry, were almost as quiet as they 
were yesterday so far as regular busi- 
ness was concerned. At a distance from 
ouch warehouse was a company of pick- 
ets posted to keep freight from centering 
or leaving the sheds.. Nearer the depots 
were guards of police on duty to protect 
the men in the warehouses and to quell 
any disturbances which might arise. 


Gangs of non union men brought into 


the city to take the places of the strik- 
ers lounged about tho warehouses or in 
tlicir cars with scarcely anything to do. 


President Curran, of the freight hand- 


lers' union, appointed committees to 
visit the various railroads. But hisip.ro- 
position had reverted to the original one, 
further than ever from the ideas of th 
railroad managers, and no hope was ex- 
pressed that a sattiemcnt would be made 
today, or even this week. The line be- 
tween the opposing parties was plainly 
drawn today, a.nd no 'move of either side 
was made to cross it. 
' 


MAY COST MILLIONS. 


Wholesale houses make practically no 


attempt to send out freight, or to re- 
ceive it. These big establishments were- 
all but .closed down. The strike has 
cost them hundreds of thousands of .dol- 
lars already and they stand to lose mil- 
lions should the conditions which ob- 
tained this morning continue. The loss 
in wages to tho strikers and their sym- 
pathizers, the teamsters, to the railroads 
and other lines of business is roughly es- 
timated at considerably over $1,000,000 
a day. The situation is admittedly very 
grave. 


SENATOR SPOONER 


MAY GO TO PARIS 


Invited to Assist [in Investigation of 


Panama Canal Go's Title-Visits 


President at Oyster Bay. 


OYSTER BAY, MVY., July 14,—Sena- 


tor Spooncr of Wisconsin, arrived &t 
Sagamore Hill about half past 10 o'clock 
lost night and after a 'conference with 
the president and Secretary Root left.for 
New York about midnight. Mr. Spoonr 
cr successfully eluded newspaper men, 
not one of whom saw him. His conver- 
sation with the president related.in putt 
to the purchase of tlic Panama Canal 
company's property. The senator has 
been invited by the department of justice 
to accompany one of the assistant attor- 
ney generals to Paris to assist in the in- 
vestigation of the title to the Panama 
Canal company's property. Whether ho 
will go or not has not been decided so 
far as can be learned. 


Secretary Root will leave Sagamore 


Hill late this afternoon returning to 
New York on the naval yacht Kanawba. 
.He will take a train immediately for 
Washington, -arriving1 .there tomorrow 
morning.

ROBBERS HOLD UP 


A WESTERN TRAIN 


Safes in Express Car Blown Open 


•-Passengers Lined Up Along 


Tracks and Relieved of 


Valuables. 


SALIDA, Cal., July 14—A report was 


received here at noon today to the effect 
that tlie Denver and Rio Grande narrow 
gauge passenger train which left litre 
last night was held up and robbed by 
several men near Sargenls, west of Mar- 
shall Pass.

. 


The robbery occurred at 8:50 a. m. at 


Chester, Col., 250 miles west of Denver. 
The engineer was compelled at the point 
of a revolver to stop tlie train by mask- 
ed men who had climbed over the tender. 
Two safes in the express car were blown 
open, but it is asserted, by officers of the 
Kio Grande Express company that tlie 
robbers failed to secure 
any plunder 


from 
the safes. Tlic passengers were 


compelled to alight from the cars and 
line up alongside tlic tracks in tlic canon 
and they were relieved of all tlicir mon- 
ey and valuables. 
Many of the passen- 


gers threw their money, watches and 
jewelry among the rocks before the rob- 
bers searched them. There were many 
tourists among the passengers and while 
it is not known how much the robbers 
secured it is presumed that the" losses 
were heavy. 


The train was the west bound narrow 


gauge passenger which left Denver last 
night. The cars as usual at this season 
were .ill filled. Tlicre were four robbers. 


The scene of the robbery is in a wild, 


mountainous country at the foot .of Mar- 
shall Pass on the west slope.

Many Marriages Have Been Illegally 


Performed in City. 


MINISTERS NEGLECT TO 


COM PLY WITH STATUTES

Have people in Racine been illegally 


married 
Such was the question raised 


by the county officials today. County 
Clerk William Bell was the-first to men- 
tion the matter when he asked Clerk of 
the Circuit Court John Hulbert if he had 
filed Jny credentials .of non-resident min- 
isters! during the past few .months. Mr. 
Hulbert stated that he had not receiv- 
ed any such credentials'at his office and 
had never heard of any during his term 
in office. 


During the past few weeks it-appears 


that several marriages have been solemn- 
ized' in' Racine by non-resident miiiistei'3 


;arid'.many of the county officials believe 
'that-the. law. requires the filing,of,ere- 
5'cJitials of such ministers .with thfr-elttik 
of'the'circuit court before they can le- 
gally perform and officiate at a marriage 
aiid ilatcr grant a wedding^ certificate.' , 
''' Another point has also iieen raised1 and 
that, is 'how many of- the.-ministers of .the 
gospel! of this city have, the right to 
perform a marriage and have not filed 
their credentials. • 


If the above mentioned is true the 


condition of affairs iu Racine as well as 
other cities is a startling one. 


The session laws of 1901 relating to 


the matter are as follows. 
' 


Section 2331a, In addition to the per- 


sons names in section 2331 of the Wis- 
consin statutes of 1808, it shall be lawful 
for any licentiate, of a denominations! 
body, of an appointee of any bishop, while 
serving as the regular minister or priest 
of -any • ehmrh""qr;. d"c1ldin5na,tion?E6~^TiT!~ir 
:he belongs, to solemnize marriages, pro- 
vided ho be not restrained from so do- 
ing by the discipline of his denomina- 
tion. 


Section 2331 b. Before any person 


named in section 2331 shall be authoriz- 
ed to solemnize a marriage, he shall file 
credentials of license or appointment with 
the clerk of the circuit court of the coun- 
ty in which is located the church under 
his ministry, who shall record the same 
and give~a certificate thereof; and the 
place where such credentials are recorded 
sail lie indorsed upon each certificate of 
marriage granted by such licentiate <>r- 
apuointee and recorded with the same. 


District Attorney Len Lukes when 


asked this morning regarding the law 
bearing on the matter, said, '"The mar- 
riages will not be legal;as such a cere- 
mony is nothing more than a ciril con- 
tract. Such ceremonies 
contracted bjr 


parties under proper conditions and'with, 
a proper understanding of the same by 
the contracting parties will prove the. 
maTriagc valid. There is nothing in the 
statute 'declaring a marriage void even 
though the 
ministers or whoever per- 


forms tlic marriage have not had their 
credentials filed with the clerk of some 
circuit court. Tlie law is very plain, 
however, which for the protection of so- 
ciety, has been placed upon the statutes 
and requires that the credentials be filed. 
The statutes of Wisconsin, section 2331 
of ISOS, requires that credentials be filed 
with the clerk of the circuit court. In 
cases where ministers 
from 
outside 


states perform the marriages it is neces- 
sary that tliny at some time file their 
credentials in some circuit court in-this 
state. This need not be done a second 
time as the first filing of credentials will 
lawfully permit such persons to perform 
marriages thereafter." 


MARRIED HALF BROTHER 


Three Month BrJdo Swallow* Carbollo 


Acid on Learning Fact. 


BUSSELLVILTJE, Mo., July 14.—Be- 


cause she learned three months after her 
marriage that her husband was her half 
brother, Mrs. Maggie Wagner, bride of 
Fred Wagner, a wealthy young farmer 
living near here, swallowed carbolic acid 
and expired in great agony in her hus- 
band's arms with his name upon her lips.

Recently the bride discovered from an-

•menced today. It is feared there was 
some loss of life. The ruins are 
sur- 


rounded by a cordon of troops. 


The first intimation of danger was the 


siiddcn appearance yesterday of a longi- 
tudinal crack in the corner of the wall 
facing the clock tower and the breaking 
of two windows. A concert which had 
been arranged to be 'held on the piazza 
yesterday evening was stopped by order 
of the prefect, with the object of pre- 
venting a concourse of people.

LOIvDON, July 14.—Sir Michael Hicks- 


Beach has resigned as chancellor of the 
exchequer. 


Perhaps. never has » change of pre- 


miership been effected with BO little dis- 
location to business, either public or pri- 
vate ,as accompanied the transfer of the 
seas of office from Lord Salisbury to A. 
J. Balfour.The occurrence had no effect 
whatever on the stock exchange. Tho 
only other change in the cabinet thus far 
annouEced\is the chancellorship of the ex- 
chequer though others a-re foreshadow- 
ed. Mr. Balfour in addressing the first 
meeting of his followers at the foreign 
office this afternoon, informed them that 
he could not count on the continued as- 
sistance of Sir Michael Hicks-Beach'but 
he could cound on. the lattcr's good 
wishes. 


OVATION FOR BALFOUR. 


""The"public showed little, interest in the 
party meeting, which was summoned for 
noon. The new premier, when he enter- 
ed the conference room., of the foreign 
office, accompanied by 'tjic Duke of De- 
vonshire, Sir Michael Hicks-Beach, Lord 
Londonderry, and .'.others,-received. <iuite 
an ovation. When 'Mr! Balfour *gsp-;jbo: 
acldreW the meeting'-'all.agaiji.sto^Tip" 
and cheered the' new chief. Jlr.-Bolfour 
referred to the loss of the services of the' 
chief for nearly fifty years had been en- 
gaged in active politic life. No one, he 
said, would grudge him his well earned 
repose, though his loss was irreparable. 


As for the question of. policy I need 


hardly tell you that the policy of the 
Unionist party remains now what it has 
always been. We have lost the services 
of a brilliant advocate of our cause. We 
have lost a man around whom the senti- 
ments and emotions of the party have 
for many years crystalized. Neverthe- 
less, I feel we would do wrong t.o despair, 
do wrong to have even the faintest mis- 
giving in regard to'the future of the 
cause he has so long and so well upheld. 
If we preserve the unity in the future 
which has never been wanting in our 
ranks in the past the inherent vitality 
of our cause will make up for any weak- 
ness in the arms which have sustained 
it." 
STAYED AT CHAMBERLAIN'S RE- 


QUEST. 


After a warm tribute to Lord Salis- 


bury by the Duke of Devonshire, Sir 
Michael Hicks-Beach rose and snid there 
was no one whom he would more gladly 
and more readily have accepted as lead- 
er of the party than tho man he had fol- 
lowed for more than seven years. Two 
years ago he had begged for personal 
and sot for political reasons to be reliev- 
ed from office; but he bad consented at 
Lord Salisbury's instance to retain it to 
the end of the war. He now felt that 
the moment had come when such poor 
services as he could render could no long- 
er bo necessary to the country. There 
were younger men who would do the 
work at least as well as he had been 
able to do. He had therefore told Mr. 
Balfour that it was his strong desire to 
take the present opportunity of retiring 
from the office he so long had the' honor 
to hold. 


After Mr. Chamberlain liad delivered 


bis message the conference dispersed.. 


Ou etntering the houao of commons 


subsequently Sir. Balfour met with a 
great reception not only from his own 
supporters but from the members of the 
opposition. 
MORE POWER TO CHAMIiERLAIN. 
The resignation of-Sir Michael Hicks- 


cBach caused intense surprise. It wa* 
generally taken to be almost more im- 
portant than Lord Salisbury's and was 
regarded in some quarters as being di- 
rcot.ly due to the more important voice 
which Mr. Chamberlain will have in. tho 
new cabinet. 


John Dedmond, leader of the Irish 


party in the house of commons, said to

dred and five men are now dead from 
Thursday's explosion at the rolling mill 
mine of the Cambria Steel company. It 
ia not probable that this record will be 
swelled to any great extent and in no 
case is it expected the list will exceed 
110 or 115. The mine workings which it 
was dangerous to enter yesterday were 
thoroughly explored by a searching par- 
ty during the night. At 3 o'clock a. m., 
the charred and mutilated bodies of fif- 
teen victims were brought to the West- 
mont pit mouth and taken to the mor- 
gue,- The bodies were found in the upper 
end of No. 6 righ't heading where the ex- 
plosion occurred. The bodies were all 
lying far in from the point of the explo- 
sion and could not be reached until tlie 
heading had been entirely cleared of the 
noxious gases. Three deaths occurred 
during the night at Cambria, hospital.

DEALS DEATH 
TONEARLY200 


Disaster at Klondike Mine Near 


Johnstown, Pa., Results in 


Terrible Loss of Life. 


Thousands Witness Sad Procession of Blackened 


and Unrecognizable Corpses Borne in 


Wagons to Morgue-Stories of 


Heroism Revealed. 


JOHNSTOWN, July 11.—It is now be- 


lieved that the victims will number 175. 
Of the 47 bodies at the morgue, 21. were 
identified as Poles by Rev. Father Era- 
tinski. 


As faat as identification is completed 


the 
bodies are being taken to their 


houaea. At noon the charnel house was 
about cleared of bodies. 


The searching party that entered the 


mine this morning penetrated to the 
four left "headings which they were un- 
able to reach last night. Thoy found in 
one group 12 bodies, six of whom they 
believed to bo living. At 2 o'clock this 
afternoon they sent out for medical as- 
sistance. Doctors Woodruff and Uudo- 
graff have just gone in. The namea of 
three of the living men are John Crook, 
Philip McCann and George Hologyak. 


EIGHT ARE FOUND ALIVE. 


At 3 o'clock eight living men were 


brought out of the "Wcstmont slope. 
These men were found in No. 4 heading 
in the Klondike section. They were all 
ly;nc on their faces when the rescuing 
party reached them and after the doc- 
tors had -worked with them for a while 
they were able to be brought out. They 
wore removed to the Cambria hospital 
where it is reported at thin hour they 
have a fair chance of recovery. A little 
further on in No. 4 heading the rescuing 
party found eight other men who arc 
still alive. These were in a move serious 
condition than those found first. The 
physicians in the rescuing party admin- 
istered oxygen 
and other restoratives 


but at this hour the men are too weak to 
risk bringing them to the surface. None 
of the names of the men rescued could 
be learned. 


JOHSSTOWN, Pa., July 11.—Eighty- 


seven bodies hnvc been recovered from 
the Klondike mines up to 5 o'clock this 
morning while the heroic work of rescue 
has not penetrated near to the scat of 
the disaster.

RKALIZE CHEAT DISASTER. 


Just as the day broke through the pall 


of fog this morning the grim details of 
•wful disaster .at the rolling mill mine 
Of the Cambria Steel company dawned 
with renewed force on the

waiting for authentic news as to the ex- 
tent of the explosion. Forty-seven dead 
bodies all contorted and many blacken- 
ed and burned, lie stretched on rough 
slabs in the improvised jxiorpue in the 
armory building. Forty ;- more- are. in 
cars in the mine ready to be borne out 03 
fast as room can be made for them. Last 
estimates of the number of dead reduce 
the fatal scope of the calamity. But 
these, while lixing it at one hundred are 
not conclusive. General Superintendent 
G. T. Robinson would not" say at this 
time whether he thought there -were 100 
or 300 dead. He says -there is no way of 
tolling until a full investigation is niadc. 
When that will be he had no mci^na of 
tailing. All rests with the diffi'cuftjr-; to 


be encountered in clearing the heading 
of the after-damp, 


DEAD BODIES BROUGHT OUT. 
It was !>:55 o'clock when the first 


train load of victims were brought to 
the mouth of the main entry. Forty- 
nine cars were used in bringing out -16 
dead bodies and four living'-injured. Ths 
discovery of the dead bodies was made 
by a searching party about 10 -o'clock 
last night. They were lying in the main 
heading two miles in from the main pit 
mouth. No attempt was made to re- 
move them until certainty wa» estab- 
lished that uo more living remained in 
the mine. - The first statement of the dis- 
aster was given out by Gen. Mine Supt. 
George T. Robinson at 7 o'clock this 
morning. He said: 


• 
CAUSE OF EXPLOSION. 


"As to 'the direct cause of the explo- 


sion I cannot exactly say. We know 
there wns an explosion or fire damp, in 
the sixth right heading of .a section of 
.the mine commonly known is the Klon- 
dike. So far as I can find out now there 
were not more than three or four deaths 
from the explosion itself. The 'balance 
were caused by the after-damp. 


MINE OFFICIALS RESCUED. 


''Our mine officials, the mine foreman, 


Henry Hodgors, fire boss John Relnllic, 
Ma-chine Bolt Williiini Robinson, who is 
ray brother, and a Slav whose name I 
do not know, were buck enting lunch 
when the explosion occurred. They im- 
mediately went down.to the point of the 
explosion to put out the slopings in or- 
der to'carry the air in its proper channel 
again. These were blown down by the 
force of the explosion. . 


"They, with the exception of the as- 


sistant- foreman 
and ore 
of 
the fire- 


bosses, were overcome by after damp. 
Thy were found by a rescuing party and 
the chances are thnt all will recover with 
the exception of my brother. 


OXYGEN FOR THE LIVING. 


"As to the rescue work, 1 directed it 


to commence just s soon after the explo- 
sion as possible. We started in at 1 p. 
in. We started working our way down 
by putting up brattices in order to car- 
ry the air in with us. I suppose it w.is 
10 o'clock 
at nipht 
before 
we came 


across the bodies of the living. Doctors 
John Lowman. and John llanuan went 
down with us. They carried tanks of 
oxygen with them and were emptied with 
good effect on the living. 


"Wo found 25 dead on our way to these 


four living. Twenty more we found lat- 
er on. They 
were, scattered through 


that section of the mine. Most of them 
were on their way out when caught by 
the .filial nfter damp. 


"Mining Engineer JI. G. Moore and 


myself wjll organize another searching 
party and go in at 0 o'clock this morn- 
ing. 
There is damp in the left [leadings 


which will make our progress toilsome. 
Part of the mine is so filled with after 
damp we cannot get in until we turn the 
current of air in." 


BODIES UNRECOGNIZABLE. 


When the, bodies of the victims came 


from the mine a long line of undertakers' 
wagons and picnic wagons were in wait- 
ing to take them on the round-about 
route to tli<! morgue in the city. There 
they were backed up to a door and a 
large force of police were ready to check 
the great throng from pressing in too 
close. Body 
after body was 
dragged 


dragged from the wagons and borne in- 
side. All of them were blackened and 
unrecognizable until the undertakers got 
to work. The head of 
one man was 


crushed and the only moans of identifi- 
cation will be by his check number. All 
of the bodies were cold and stiff. 
The 


arms of most of them were twisted in 
front of them as if to shield their faces 
from fire. The left hand of one man was 
torn off at the wrist. The bodies now re- 
covered were all found about two miles 
in from the main pit mouth. The head- 
ings leading from that region off to the 
left where it is expected most of the 
dead will be got, may not T>c entered by 
the searchers today. 


From the positions of the bodies the 


miners 
evidently were 
eating their 


lunches when stricken by the explosion. 
They were seated in groups of five and 
ton with their baskets and the remains 
of their lunches scattered about. 


BOY MEETS HEROIC DEATH. 


The rolling mill mine has been work- 


ed for about 50 years. Five or six years 
ago the section where the disaster of yes- 
terday occurred was opened. The miners 
fancifully called it the -Klondike. It is 


said that for the past three years gas 
has been noticed in it and careful inspec- 
tions -were kept up.. In the last three 
years safety lamps had been carried by 
the men. Frank Sabot, one of the boys 
who met death in a heroic, -endeavor to 
save his comrades, was safely out of the 
mine after the explosion. 
He worked in 


the mine ever since the Klondike was 
opened up. He had ''trapped'' in the 
mine longer back than that. After the 
explosion he hastened to the vault of 
death to do what he could to close the 
traps and check the spread of the after- 
damp. He was found lying near a part- 
ly closed door leading off to one of the 
left headings.

ARMORY A TEMPORARY MORGUE. 


Soon nfter the discovery of the first 


corpse the mine officials began to make 
arrangements for the removal of the bod- 
ies from the scene of the. disaster. At

: "It was his ambition to become a first 
class musician and vocalist. He possess- 
ed a sweet soprano voice, but it after- 
ward changed to that of 'a contralto. Hn 
also took lessons on the piano. Daniel 
Prothcro. of Milwaukee, was,his instruc- 
tor arid he made rapid progress. Often 
ho gave concerts ami took part in many 
local entertainments and received favor- 
able comment from the critics and press. 


Three vears ago he was taken to Chi- 


cago by his mother to finish his musical 
education. He attended and graduated 
from the Chicago Musical college and at 
once found favor among the.musical peo- 
ple of Chicago iind.'gavc sonccrts" and 
composed several pieces of music which 
attracted widespread attention.

ARE "WE TO HAVE A NAVY? 


There can be no strong navy -without 


;ome robust expenditures, both in ibuild- 
Jng new vessels and maintaining the old 
ones, as well as keeping up the govern- 
ment navy yards which notoriously are 
by no means up to the standard of effi- 
ciency of tho private yards. 
In accord- 


ance with the present policy of maintain- 
ing the navy at its standard of strength 
of at least equal to that of the time of 
the Spanish war, this winter four new 
war vessels were ordered and the appro- 
priation desired for maintenance and 
jureau of equipments was larger 
than 


usual. But to the expenditure, as was 
proposed, a howl came, in from Boston in 
i petition signed 'by 135 citizens protest- 
ing against any such thing and remon- 
strating against the increasing expendi- 
;ures. But it is not forgotten that at 
the time of the Spanish war Boston peo- 
ple besieged the government for the as- 
signment of practically the entire navy 
to -protect that city from the ferocious 
Spaniards. 


As to the contention between govern- 


ment navy yards and private shipyards, 
it is largely a question of politics and 
business combined. Of course there nre 
no politics in the private yards, and no 
nonsense or dodging the 
specifications, 


but it is considered by competent ex- 
perts that aside from the political part 
of it, it is just as well if the government 
fit out its .naval yards for the building 
and repairing of war vessels and thut 
the new vessels be divided equally be- 
tween government and citizens for the 
building. But let the little Americans 
keep still upon the subject of keeping up 
our navy. It seems hopeless that the 
contentious will consent to our increas 
.ng our battle ships to an European 
standard of efficiency, but at least they 
ought to be willing to permit nil neces- 
sary expenditures to maintain things at 
the standard of a year or two ago. 
An 


increase of four wnr vessels in the two 
sessions of congress is simply nothing in 
the war of increasing our naval strength 
and in fact it will not even make up for 
the deterioration always in progress. 


But if we are ever to have R powerfu 


navy, -befitting a nation of 80,000,000 
people, let the little Americans be silent 
A 
navy costs money. This country 


should possess a navy equal at least to 
the second-rate powers of Europe.

Conferences Between Railroads 


and Employes Leave Situation 
More Aggravated Than Ever. 


Humane Society Prevents Shipments of Live 


Chickens from Starving-Tons of

20,000 Are Idle. 


CHICAGO, July 14.—The conferences 


between committees of the men and the 
railroad managers have come to naught. 
Even when President Curran told the 
committeemen to accept 17% cent?; a 
modification of his earlier instructions, 
no progress was made. A man familiar 
with the employers' side of the fight 
said: 


"The situation among the railroads is 


about this: 
The western 
roads 
are 


swearing mad and for the most part 
won't budge an inch, the eastern people 
want more time to consider. I suppose 
this is because they have to do consider- 
able conferring with New York where 
raost of them have their headquarters. 
The railroads claim to have enough men 
in their warehouses to handle all busi- 
ness brought to them. They stand to lose 
considerable, but it is nothing to what 
Chicago wholesalers are losing."' 


At 1:30 p. m. President Curran of the 


freight handlers gave out a statement in 
which lie said:

''All of the conferences 
today 
have 


failed although we sent committees of 
their own men to the managers as they 
had requested. Hereafter the managers 
will have to confer with officials of the 
union. If they want to waste $100,000 
a day over a question of half a cent in- 
crease in wages we will let them try it."

Yatea by F. W. Job, chairman of the 
state board of arbitration, read as fol- 
lows : 


The First—"Tender services of the

FRUIT SPOILS BY CARLOAD.

Commission merchants on South Wa- 


ter street, declared thnt usually animated 
market dead. In 
times of commercial 


peace this street is one of the most con- 
gested in the Caucasian world. Today 
in front of many of the stores there was 
not a wagon and scarcely a crate, box or 
barrel of produce. Some had a few ber- 
ries brought by boat from Michigan and 
Wisconsin, but -these were about the 
only fresh arrivals. Thirty ears of high- 
ly perishable stuff was reported on the 
track, while many more cars containing 
commodities which will last a few days 
longer lay abandoned. After 
today's 


arrivals by rail only three carloads were

mane society would not allow them

perish, and a permit was secured to take 
them to South Water street. 


CHICKENS SAVED FROM DEATH.

an agent of the humane society

He went to President 
Curran, accompanied by the representa- 
tives of- the firms to whom the fowls had 
been shipped and declared that, the 
chickens could not be allowed to remain 
cooped up to starve. 


"I don't want 'em to starve ariy 


more'n you do,' replied the little man 
who is at the head of one of Chicago's 
worst strikes. He thereupon issued an 
order permitting the removal o£ the 
feathered freight. " 
John G. Shortall,. president of the hu- 


mane society, declared that no "live" 
shipments should be allowed to suffer, 
no matter how long the strike lasted.

Vegetable and 
fruit peddlers succeeded in getting par- 
tial supplies from Uie,.depqts during*ihe. 
day, bub it was only after much trouble 
with the pickets and assistance from the 
police. Tons of half-spoiled stuff was 
given to poor people who watted at 
nearly all the depots in crowds, each one 
carrying a basket or bag. 


Despito xhe assertion of President 


Field of the Knickerbocker Ice company, 
that ice was going to the freight houses, 
pickets asserted that not one cake of ice 
passed their lines this forenoon. 


STAND RAILROADS TAKE. 


Previous to meeting the committees 


the railroad managers and superinten- 
dents held a meeting among themselves. 
They remained of the mind that 17 cents 
is a proper compromise between the 1G 
cents paid and the 18 cents asked orig- 
inally by the truckers. This unanimity 
of opinion among the managers is taken 
in explanation of the failures of the con- 
ferences which followed. Of the manag- 
ers' meeting, F. A. Delano, of the Bur- 
lington, said: "We discussed the, situa- 
tion al length. We talked tentatively of 
the wage problem. We consider that we 
have jerformed our 
full duty to 
the 


public. Our freight houses are manned 
and we are ready to do business. If the 
men want to go -back to work they can 
do so. It is up to the people who have 
goods to ship to get thorn to the freight 
houses. That is the way we look at the 
situation." 


GOODRICH .DOCKS IDLE. 


There was no business at the Goodrich 


Steamship docks this morning, 'Men 
were on hand to take freight, but all 
they had to do was to sit around on 
bales 
and 
boxes awaiting 
delivery 


throughout the city. 


'We have had offers to carry an enor- 


mous amount of freight for* big houses 
via Milwaukee for transhipment," said 
an officer of the company, "and we have 
refused them. 


'We stand ready to attend to all busi- 


ness in the usual channels, but 
we, 
1 do 


not care to complicate the situation. 
Had it not been for the'f'act that several 
teamsters have made promises to the 
union pickets and used our roadway as 
a means of reaching the freight depots 
we might still be doing business. No 
wagons can deliver goods to us now." 


The teamsters at all the big tsores 


showed up for city delivery work, which 
was an improvement over Saturday 
when there was little delivery of any 
kind. 


20,000 MEN ARE IDLE. 


. The second week of the freight hand- 
lers' strike began today with 20,000 men 
idle and shipping at a standstill. The 
railroad warehouses, ordinarily hives of 
indsutr}', were almost as quiet as they 
were yesterday so far as regular busi- 
ness was concerned. At a distance from 
each warehouse was a company of pick- 
ets posted to keep freight from entering 
or leaving the sheds.. Nearer the depots 
were guards of police on duty to pf-otect 
the -men in the warehouses and to quell 
any disturbances which might arise. 


Gangs of non union men brought into 


the'city to tnke the places of the strik- 
ers lounged about the warehouses or in 
their cars with scarcely anything to. .do. 


President Curran, of the freight hand- 


lers' union, appointed committees to 
visit the various railroads. But his<p:ro- 
positiion had reverted to the original one, 
further than ever from the ideas of the 
railroad managers, and no hope was ex- 
pressed that a se-ttlement would be made 
today, or even this week. The line be- 
tween the opposing parties was plainly 
drawn today, and no move of either side 
was made to cross it.

MAY COST MILLIONS. 


Wholesale houses make practically no 


attempt to send out freight, 
or to re- 


ceive it. These big establishments were 
all but closed down. The strike has 
cost them hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars already and they stand to lose mil- 
lions should the conditions which ob- 
tained this morning continue. The loss 
in wages to the strikers and their sym- 
pathizers, the teamsters, to the railroads 
and other lines of business is roughly es- 
timated at considerably over $1,000,000 
a day. The situation is admittedly very 
grave.

If the above mentioned is true the 


condition of affairs in Racine as well as 
other cities is a startling one.

and give'a certificate thereof; and the 
place where such credentials are recorded 
sail be indorsed upon each certificate of 
marriage granted by such licentiate or~ 
jipyointee and recorded with the same. 


District Attorney 
Len Lukes wh'en; 


asked this morning regarding the law 
bearing on the matter said, "The mar- 
riages-will not be legal I as such a cere- 
mony is:nothing more than a, civil con- 
tract. Such ceremonies contracted-bjr 
parties under proper conditions and 'witli. 
a proper understanding of the same by 
the contracting parties will prove the, 
marriage vnlid. There is nothing in the, 
statute declaring a marriage void even 
though the ministers or whoever per- 
forms the marriage have not had their 
credentials filed with the clerk of some 
circuit court. The Inw is very plain, 
however, which for the protection of so- 
ciety, has been placed upon the statutes 
and requires that the credentials be filed. 
The statutes of Wisconsin, section 2331 
of 1398, requires that credentialsvbe filed 
with the clerk of the circuit court.

snry that they at sorao time file their 
credentials in some circuit court in.this 
state. This need not be done a second 
time ns the first filing of credentials will 
lawfully permit such persons to perform 
marriages thereafter."

Mr. Balfour in addressing the first 
meeting of his followers at the foreign 
office this afternoon, informed them that

OVATION FOB BALFOUR, 


he public showed little interest in the 


party meeting, which was summoned for 
noon. The new premier, when he enter- 
ed the conference, room. of the foreign 
office, accompanied by the Duke of De- 
vonshire, Sir Michael Hicks-Beach, Lord 
Londonderry, and ^othera}f received quite 
an pyatibn.' .When ''jfrr. Bajjfour j^se^o1. 
address 'the meeting 'all agai^i stoncrnip* 
and cheered" the'new chief. Mr.-Balfour 
referred to the loss of the services-of the' 
chief for nearly fifty years had been en- 
gaged in active politic life.

JOHNSTOWN, Pa., July 12.—One hun- 


dred and five men are now dead from 
Thursday's explosion at tne rolling mill 
mine of the Cambria Steel company. It 
ia not probable that this record will be 
swelled to any great extent and in no 
case is it expected the list will exceed 
110 or 115. The mine workings which it 
was dangerous to enter yesterday were 
thoroughly explored by a searching par- 
ty during the night. At 3 o'clock a. m., 
the charred and mutilated bodies of fif- 
teen victims were brought to the West- 
mont pit 'mouth and taken to the mor-. 
gue.' The bodies were found in the upper 
end of No. 6 right heading where the ex- 
plosion occurred. The bodies were all 
lying far in from the point'of the explo- 
sion and could not be reached' until the 
heading had been entirely cleared of the 
noxious gases. Three deaths 
occurred 


during the night' at Cambria hospital. 
These were among the last living vie-, 
tims who were brought out of the mine 
yesterday afternoon in an unconscious 
condition.

epidemic. It is shown that for medical 
service, nurses at the isolation hospital, 
vaccination, necessaries of life for people 
quarantined, etc., it has thus far cost 
the city about $3,500, not" bad when all 
of the conditions, and^ surroundings art 
taken into consideration. 


At 9 o'clock this morning there were 


sixteen bodies left at the morgue. 


Mayor Pendry at noon made the posi- 


tive statement to the Associated Press 
that there were no more than 105 dead 
and H injured. Some of the latter may 
die as there is extreme danger of pneu- 
monia-setting in.

Dr.. J. Frank Taylor,, one of the rescu- 


ing ;pnr'ty, who has made many trips^into 
the mine, is confident that there are 
many more bodies in the mine and that 
the list of dead will be greatly increased.

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MINE HORROR 


Disaster at Klondike Mine Near 


Johnstown, Pa.9 Results in 


Terrible Loss of Life. 


Thousands Witness Sad Procession of Blackened 


and Unrecognizable Corpses Borne in 


Wagons to Morgues-Stories of 


Heroism Revealed. 


JOHNSTOWN, July 11.—It is now be- 


lieved that the victims will number 175. 
Of the 47 bodies at the morguo, 21: were 
identified as Poles by Rev. Father Em- 
binski. 


As fast as identification is completed 


the 
bodies are being te,ken to 
their 


houses. At noon the charnel house was 
about cleared of bodies. 


The searching party that entered the 


mine this morning penetrated to the 
four left headings which they were un- 
able to reach last night. They found in 
one group 12 bodies, six of whom they 
believed to be living. At 2 o'clock this 
afternoon they sent out for medical as- 
sistance. Doctors Woodruff and Uude- 
graff have just gone in. The names of 
three of the living men are John Crook, 
Philip McCann and George Hologyak. 


EIGHT ARE FOUND ALIVE. 


'At 3 o'clock eight lining men were 


brought 
out of the Westmont slope. 


These men were found in No. 4 heading 
in the Klondike section. They were all 
lying on their faces when the rescuing 
party reached them and after the doc- 
tors had worked with them for a while 
they were able to be brought out. They 
were removed to the Cambria hospital 
where it is reported at this hour they 
have a fair chance of recovery. A little 
further on in No. 4 heading the rescuing 
party found eight other men who are 
still alive. These were in a more serious 
condition than those found first. The 
physicians in the rescuing party admin- 
istered oxygen 
and other 
restoratives 


but at this hour the men arc too weak to 
risk bringing them to the surface. None 
of the names of the men rescued could 
be learned. 


JOHNSTOWN, Pa., July 11.—Eighty- 


seven bodies have been recovered from 
the Klondike mines up to o o'clock this 
morning while the heroic work of rescue 
has not penetrated near to the seat of 
the disaster. Bodies no\v liu piled in 
confusion aboard 
cars 
ready 
to 
be 


brought into 
the 
city. A temporary 


morgue has been improvised in the John- 
town armory of Company H, Fifth regi- 
ment, N. G, P., where all will be brought 
as soon as they are taken from the mine. 


Latest estimates of the 
number of 


dead fix it at about 200. The work of 
preparation at the armory was started 
during the night and all is now in readi- 
ness 
for the reception of 
the 
bodies, 


Rough boards are stretched' on chairs 
and benches. A score of men dressed in 
blue jumpers are waiting to prepare the 
horribly mutilated remains of the vic- 
tims. All the Johnstown undertakers 
have been pressed into srevice. The ex- 
plosion visited horribly 
on 
the 
poor 


wretches. Heads are missing from many 
of the bodies, while all tre burned and 
blackened 
beyond 
recognition. Grief 


stricken crowds linger about the mine 
entrances. Sleep has visited 
none of 


them. No attempt at identification was 
made at the mine. That will have to be 
left until bodies are put in presentable 
shape in the morgue here.

REALIZE GREAT DISASTER. 


Just as the clay broke through-the pall 


of fog this morning the grim details of 
awful disaster at the rolling mill mine 
of the Cambria, Steel company dawned 
with renewed force on the thousands 
waiting for authentic news a's to the ex- 
tent of the explosion. Forty-seven dead 
bodies all contorted and many blacken- 
ed and burned, lie stretched on rough 
slabs in the improvised jnorgue in the 
armory building. Forty .'"more 
are. in 


cars in the mine ready to be borne out os 
fast as room can be made'for them. Last 
estimates of the number of dead reduce 
the fatal scope of the calamity. But 
these, while fixing it at one hundred are 
not conclusive. General Superintendent 
G. T. Robinson would not say at this 
time whether he thought there were 100 
or 300 dead. He snys there is no way of 
telling until a.full investigation is iv>a'd.e. 
When that will be he has no.ipeij.ns. of 
twling; All rests with the diffiQuI^y..; to 


be encountered in clearing the heading 
of the after-damp. 


DEAD BODIES BROUGHT OUT. 
It was ij:55 o'clock when tha first 


train load of victims were brought to 
the mouth of the main entry. Forty- 
nine ears were \ised in bringing out 46 
dead bodies and four living' injured. Ths 
discovery of the dead bodies was made 
by a searching party about 10 o'clock 
last night. They were lying in the main 
heading two miles in from the main pit 
mouth. No attempt was made to re- 
move them until certainty was estab- 
lished that no more living remained in 
the mine. The first statement of the dis- 
aster was given out by Gen. Mine Supt. 
George T. Robinson at 7 o'clock this 
morning, He said: 


• 
CAUSE OF EXPLOSION. 


"As to the direct cause of the explo- 


sion I cannot exactly 
say. We know- 


there was an explosion or fire damp, in 
the sixth right heading of a section of 


• the mine commonly known is the Klon- 
dike. So far as I can find out now there 
were not more than three or four deaths 
from the explosion itself. The 'balance 
were caused by the after-damp. 


MINE OFFICIALS RESCUED. 


''Our mine officials, the mine foreman, 


Henry Sodgers, fire boss John Retallsc, 
Ma-chine Bott William Robinson, who is 
my brother, and a Slav whose, nfftne I 
do not know, were back eating lunch 
when the explosion occurred. They im- 
mediately went down,to the point of the 
explosion to put out the slopings in or- 
der: to'carry the air in its proper channel 
again. These were blown down by the 
force of the explosion. . 


"They, with the exception of the as- 


sistant fore-man 
and ore 
of 
the fire- 


bosses, were overcome by after clamp. 
Thy were found by a rescuing party and 
the chances are that all will recover with 
the exception of my brother. 


OXYGEN FOR THE LIVING. 


"As to the rescue work, I directed it 


to commence just s soon after the explo- 
sion as possible. We started in at 1 p. 
in. We started working our way clown 
by putting up brattices in order to car- 
ry the air in with us. I suppose it was 
10 o'clock 
at niglit 
before 
we came 


across the bodies of the living. Doctors 
John Lowman. and John Hannan went 
clown with us. They carried. tanka of 
oxygen with them and were emptied with 
good effect on the living. 


"We found 25 dead on our way to these 


four living. Twenty more we found lat- 
er 'on, They 
were scattered through 


that section of the mine. Most of them 
were on their way out when caught by 
the,fatal after damp. 


"Mining Engineer M. G. Moore and 


myself wjll organize another searching 
party and go in a.t 0 o'clock this morn- 
ing. 
There is clamp in the left headings 


which will make our progress toilsome. 
Part of the mine is so filled with after 
damp we cannot get in until we turn the 
current of air in." 


BODIES UNRECOGNIZABLE. 


When the .bodies of the victims came 


from the mine a long line of undertakers' 
wagons and picnic wagons were in wait- 
ing to take them on the round-about 
route to the morgue in the city. There 
they were backed up to a door and a 
large force of police were ready to check 
the great throng from pressing in too 
close. Body 
after body was 
dragged 


dragged from the wagons and borne in- 
side. All of them were blackejied and 
unrecognizable until the undertakers got 
to work. The head 
of 
one man was 


crushed and the only means of identifi- 
cation will be by his check number. All 
of the bodies were cold and stiff. 
The 


arms of most of them were twisted in 
front of them as if to shield their faces 
from fire. The left hand of one man was 
torn off at the wrist. The bodies now re- 
covero.d were all found about two miles 
in from the main pit mouth. The head- 
ings leading from that region off to the 
left where it is expected most of the 
dead will be got, may not be entered by 
the scarcliers today. 


From the positions of the bodies the 


miners 
evidently 
were 
eating 
their 


lunches when stricken by the explosion. 
They were seated in groups of five and 
ten with their baskets and the remains 
of their lunches scattered about. 


BOY MEETS HEROIC DEATH. 


The rolling mill mine has been work- 


ed for about 50 years. Five or six years 
ago the section where the disaster of yes- 
terday occurred was opened. The miners 
fancifully called it the 'Klondike. It is 


said that for the. past three years gas 
has been noticed in it and careful inspec- 
tions were kept up. In the last three 
years safety lamps had been carried by 
the men. Frank Sabot, one of the boys 
who met death in a heroic.-endeavor to 
save his comrades, was safely out of the 
mine after the explosion. He worked in 
•the mine ever since the Klondike was 
opened up. He had "trapped" in the 
mine longer back than that. After the 
explosion he hastened to the vault of 
death to do what he could to close the 
traps and check the spread of the after- 
clamp. He was found lying near a part- 
ly closed door leading off to one of the 
left headings. 
/ 


ARMORY A TEMPORARY MORGUE. 


Soon after the discovery of the first 


corpse the mine officials began to make 
arrangements for the removal of the bod- 
ies from the scene of the disaster. At 
the armory of Co. H, a big barn-like 
frame building on the outskirts of the 
city, preparations 
were 
methodically 


niade to transform the place into a tem- 
porary morgue. 
(, 


Sleepless mothers and wives waited all 


night for news from the missing ones 
and peeped through drawn blinds as the 
cortege passed on its way to the morgue. 
Many trips were necessary and the gray 
dawn had come long before the last trip 
had been made. 


BIG LOSS TO COMPANY. 


President Powell Staekhouse and Supt. 


C. S. Price were on hand for,the arrival 
of the bodies at the morgue and the 
wives, sweethearts and relatives of the 
missing crowded around the building. 


Outside of the property loss this catas- 


trophe will cost the Cambria Steel com- 
pany a large sum. 


The company has for many years past 


paid to the family of every person killed 
in its employ $1,000, outside of what it 
expended for medical purposes, and it 
has paid every man who has lost an eye, 
limb or became otherwise partially dis- 
abled, the sum of $500.

It is understood that the rule, will not

Distressing scenes are constant, about 


the temporary morgue and at ,the . pitj 
mouth where several, thousand, women 
and children are awaiting thp, solution-.pf 
the awful mystery of the IL'e or death 
of their relatives, yet unheard from,.

who was in the mine after the explosion 
and not heard from, 'can possibly be 
alive. 


Dr. Lowman said to the Associated 


Press reporter today that during his 
stay in the mine last night he counted 
65 dead bodies. He did not have an op- 
portunit}' to examine many gas filled 
chambers of the big workings. 


BOY HAS NARROW ESCAPE. 


The 15-year-old son of Harry Rodgers, 


when he heard that his father had been 
overcome with after-damp, started down 
toward the Klondike to rescue him if 
possible, and he had no sooner entered 
the drift when the deadly gas almost 
overcome the lad and he had to be car- 
ried back. His tongue protruded its 
whole length from his mouth and men 
had to force his jaws apart with a stick 
to prevent lockjaw. 
Young Rodgers, 


who is employed in the mine, was among 
those who escaped by the 
Mill Creek 


shaft, 


PATHETIC SCENES ENACTED. 


The mine has been open for about flfty 


years and -is producing 3,000 tons j per 
clay. It is the property of the Cambria 
Steel company of Philadelphia. 


It was nearly an hour after the -ex- 


plosion before any general knowledge of 
what had happened got abroad. Men 
who came from the mines, escaping with 
their lives, told the 
terrible news and 


soon in spread 1'ko wildfire all over the 
city. 


In scores of homes there were 
the- 


most pathetic scenes. Mothers, wives, 
daughters., sons and relatives were fran- 
tic with grief. Hundreds rushed to the 
point and with sobbing hearts awaited 
news that ----- not come from the ill- 
fated mine.

A telegram was received today from 


Montague, 
Michigan, announcing the' 


death of Herbert Dale Jones, at that 
place, on Wednesday morning at 11 
o'clock, in the 22d year of his age. 


In the death of Herbert D. Jones there 


passed away a remarkable young man.

school a year in order, to; have his limbs 
operated upon at Chicago.- He returned 
ami £ graduated with the class of 1899, 
standing well at the head. 
: :It was his ambition to become a first 
class musicilm and vocalist. He .possess- 
ed a sweet soprano voice, but it after- 
ward changed to that of 'a contralto. He 
also took lessons on the piano, Daniel 
Prothero, of Milwaukee, was,his instruc- 
tor and he made rapid progress. 
Often 


he gave concerts and took part in many 
local entertainments and received favor- 
able comment from the critics and press. 


Three years ago he was taken to Chi- 


cago by his mother to finish his musical 
ethication. He attended and graduated 
from the Chicago Musical college and at 
once found favor among the.mvisical peo- 
ple of Chicago ami-gave -soncertS" and 
composed several pieces of music which 
attracted widespread attention. 


Several weeks ago he was taken sick. 


It was believed that 
he was suffering 


from appendicitis. He was taken to-.the 
St. Luke's hospital and operated upon.

ASSISTING CTJHA. 


. There are many American citizens that 
are desirous of assisting Cuba have view- 
ed with much concern the attacks of 
some of those wishing reciprocity upon 
the American system of protection, for 
it can hardly be called by any other term, 
when one reads of the vicious, the iinjus 
tified assaults upon those desirous of re 
taining the full measure of protection of 
beet sugar given by the Dingley tariff. 
It is all true the friends of beet sugar 
have been perhaps selfish, but then in 
the past what has been the attitude of 
many of those insisting upon the highest 
possible point of protective duties. There 
were many days in the formulative per- 
iod of the McKinley tariff when the free 
trade press and the Democratic press 
vindictively 
assailed Major McKinley 


and everybody else insisting upon tariff 
protection sufficient that we establish on 
our own soil tin plate factories. The op- 
position, showed with perfect truth that 
there was not a tin plate factory on our 
soil; they explained the result would 
be £h&, taxing aeverely of consumers that 
tin plate mills be built up and they ex- 
plained other points all attacking severe- 
ly the protective wall. But what hap- 
pened* Tin plate protection went and 
we heard nothing from Republican pa- 
pera about the tin plate robbers, 


A vast tin plate industry was built 


up and equally vast only more so, iron 
and steel mills, steel and wire nail mills, 
enormous industries of all varieties, and 
but for the vast areas of our agricultur- 
al lands, thousands and millions of hard 
working agriculturalists who have all 
through 
our protective 
periods been 


treated rather shabbily along side with 
our manufacturers, could not have been 
sustained. Yet today many an Ameri- 
can industry nourished beyond the profit 
point upon the home market trade, fills 
out still further with their European 
sales made at prices below what they 
charge to their home customers. 
But to return to the point more in hand. 
Because those 
who believing . in the 


good faith of protective tariff legislators 
built up beet sugar factories and today 
are at work establishing additional ones, 
object to giving Cuba relief at their ex- 
pense unless this expense is divided all 
around between the American industries 
pro rata, they are styled robbers, thieves 
and a!l the rest. Brigands they are for- 
sooth. But the great 
American sugar 


trust remains serene because it realizes 
congress does not desire to pare off any 
of their protection, and other trusts are 
calm for the same reason. Beet sugar 
has arisen from nothingness, and equally 
so did tin plate, but 
not 
one word 


against tin plate, not a word. These 
people are not robbers, not at all. Cer- 
tainly they are not and neither then are 
the beet sugar people. If one is then the 
others assuredly are, for one tariff help- 
ed them all. 
' If Cuba is to be helped let us do our 
duty as men should. Give them a tariff 
that comes off equally every American 
industry, not a so-called reciprocity deal, 
onesided, lop-sided, tearing and ripping 
at some industries, and leaving others 
to feast without hindrance. Let these 
vicious attacks on an Industry as honest- 
ly built up as any of ours, cease. Give 
the Cubans fifty per cent if needs be, 
but take this fifty per cent square off 
every article in the Dingley tariff, sugar 
prefarentials as well, of course, and the 
American people will say well done for 
Oub*, If we desire to help Cuba let ua 
do it honestly and with perfect fairness 
to avery one of our Industries. 


DDTT BEGINS. 


The Sherman anti-trust law still ex- 


ists and the United States government 
was charged with notice thereof. The 
law exists, say authority, for citizens to 
.bring suits based thereon, if they are so 
minded. But while this may be true,' 
yet the spirit of the platforms of tho Re- 
publican party, the very-language of the 
Sherman law, indicates something else 
besides the government of the United 
States calmly, ignoring every day facts 
indicating the law is notoriously violat- 
ed. The country has been informed that 
the government has no intention of pros- 
ecuting the eastern coal trust, the at-, 
tbraey general is credited with the state- 
ment, this trust has not as yet furnished 
any such evidence as has the meat trust, 
that any coal combine existed. But if 
this -was not true months ago, the course 
of the trust of late has, in the opinions 
of » great majority of the Ainerican peo- 
pl*v*liown that a trust does exist and A 


trust that just as surely fixes the price j 
of coal for every day in the year, just 
as surely indicates who may buy this 
coal and upon what terms, and just as 
surely indicates juat ho\r much coal can 
be mined, as can the government by tar- 
iff laws prescribe exactly upon what 
terms every one may bring goods into 
the United States. No tariff more effec- 
tually ffoed charges, than the coal prices 
fixed by certain men in the east. No in- 
dependent coal miner can ship his prod- 
ucts unless at rates that- forbid such 
shipments, and no retailer can 'buy coal 
who has not'obeyed the orders and cir- 
culars of the coal operator^ in the east. 


There is not any doubt of all this and 


yet 710 indications exist the government 
will contest the thing with the combina- 
tion. It is stated the administration 
has no desire to involve itself in a whirl 
with a lot of trusts, that it is not hunt- 
ing trouble or gunning, so to speak, for 
trusts. This may be true, but if con- 
gress Avill just enact a little law, auch a 
little affair, that will compel the govern- 
ment to at once 'bring suit upon the com- 
plaint or complaints of citizens or priv- 
ate corporations and firms, there will 
not be the least difficulty 
in inducing 


citizens to do that which the govern- 
ment may not improperly insist is not 
its duty. Let the people hunt up the 
charges, and the government 'bring the 
legal proceedings and pay the bills. 


ARE WE TO HAVE A 3VAVY? 


There can be no strong navy-without 


some robust expenditures, both in build- 
ing new vessels and maintaining the old 
ones, as well as keeping up the govern- 
ment navy yards which notoriously are 
by no means up to the standard of effi- 
ciency of the private yards. 
In accord- 


ance with the present policy of maintain- 
ing the navy at its standard of strength 
of at least equal to that of the time of 
the Spanish war, this winter four new 
war vessels were ordered and the appro- 
priation desired for maintenance and 
bureau of equipments was larger 
than 


usual. But to the expenditure, as was 
proposed, a howl came in from, Boston in 
a petition signed by 135 citizens protest- 
ing against any such thing and remon- 
strating against the increasing expendi- 
tures. But it is not forgotten that at 
the time of the Spanish war Boston peo- 
ple besieged the government for the as- 
signment of practically the entire navy 
to protect that city from the ferocious 
Spaniards. 


As to the contention between govern- 


ment navy yards and private shipyards, 
it is largely a question of politics and 
business combined. Of course there are 
no politics in the private yards, and no 
nonsense or dodging the 
specifications, 


but it is considered by competent ex- 
perts that aside from the political part 
of it, it is just as well if the government 
fit out its -naval yards for the building 
and repairing of war vessels and that 
the new vessels be divided equally be- 
tween government, and citizens for 
the 


building. But let the little Americans 
keep still upon the subject of keeping up 
our navy. It seems hopeless that the 
contentious will consent to our increas- 
ing our battle ships to an European 
standard of efficiency, but at least they 
ought to be willing to permit 'all neces- 
sary expenditures to maintain things at 
the standard of a year or two ago. 
An 


increase of four war vessels in the two 
sessions of congress is simply nothing in 
the war of increasing our naval strength, 
and in fact it will not even make up for 
the deterioration always in progress. 


But if we are ever to have a powerful 


navy, 'befitting a nation of 80,000,000 
people, let the little Americans be silent. 
A 
navy costs money. This country 


should possess a navy equal at least to 
the second-rate powers of Europe. 


MORE THAN STATE FAME. 


An authority in an eastern paper ar- 


gues we are wrong in following out 
closely the plan of naming our war ves- 
els after states and cities. The argu- 
ment is that much more enthusiasm is 
aroused over names that centralize senti- 
ment, such as for instance that of the 
name "United States," and that where a 
name of any sort has "been enveloped in 
historic deeds, the name should be con- 
tinued 
in a new vessel when built. 


There, for instance, again is that good; 
sound old name, the Constitution, or 
revolutionary glorious deeds, why not 
continue this name in some one of our 
modern great war vessels? Heroes and 
patriotic glamour surround 
names of 


national import, though .it is admit- 
ted that stages named vessels, when once 
gaining a record, have more fame at- 
tached than vessels equally staunch and 
powerful that have 
not. Thus, it is 


stated, recruits for the Oregon are far 
more easiy secured than for other state 
named vessels, and this glorious ship 
commanded 'by the gallant Captain Clark 
will bo conned over -by future school 
boys after other temporary heroes and 
vessels are forgotten. The long* voyage 
of the Oregon clear around, the American 
continent, every hour possible of encoun- 
tering a Spanish fleet, and her redoubt- 
able captain calmly bringing her in 
West India waters safe and ready 
for 


instant -battle, with her memorable fight 
off Santiago, will "be one of the brightest 
pages in American history. But our 
country and its guardian, its constitu- 
tion, should be written into imperishable 
records in our navy, in the "United 
States" and "Constitution."

left their work. Now, in some states it 
has been the custom to hold property 
owners responsible for damages occur- 
ring in buildings owned or rented out by 
them, especially where violations of a 
liquor law were concerned., and Iowa is 
the first to repeal a law which, at the 
best could hardly be regarded as having 
much justice in it. The 
decision of ;u 


local Iowa court is that the state law 
holding property owners responsible for 
any violation of injunctional proceedings 
against owners of saloons is not vnli'd.1

AS GUARDIAN. 


The United States is acting as a po 


liceman and at the same time as guard 
ian and trustee for China that the Eu- 
ropean powers keep their 
agreements 


made with China last year in common 
with this country. We ourselves have 
kept the godd faith and so far have in- 
duced the other powers to refrain from 
committing breaches of th e contract. 
The powers claimed that China should 
pay the indemnity payments-as the cur- 
rent prices of silver, but we claimed it 
should be at the exchanges at the time 
of the contract. We won out. Then it 
was found a number of the powers were 
still occupying Chinese soil when it was 
stipulated the soldiers should -not be 
kept there. This was the province 
of 


Tien Tsin, now occupied *by German 
troops, and England and Italy have just 
above saved their grace, but this is as- 
criibed to jealousies between the three 
powers and Germany will now get a 
move on her. But it is interesting the 
United' States taking such si very promi- 
nent part in a foreign matter that a gen- 
eration ago would have been viewed with 
the greatest alarm. But we are now a 
world power, it seems, and one of the 
duties of world powers is to officiate oc- 
casionally as the guardian of helpless 
countries like China. 


The recent course of Secretary Shaw

vent the coats from 
wrinkling, get a 


few hangers such as dry goods dealers 
use to hang them on, and you will find 
them better than hooks or nails. This 
is an economy in closet room also, for 
they can be pressed very close together.

Governor Can Do Much Townrdi 


Uniting the Party If He Will. 


Appleton Post: It 
is 
settled, of 


course, that Gov. La Follette will be re- 
nominated—a majority of the delegates 
already chosen to the state convention 
beii!g thus favorable and 
this number 


will undoubtedly be increased by 
the 


counties in which conventions are yet 
to be held. Other questions, therefore, 
are now engaging the attention of Re- 
publicans.

We judge from comments in divers news- 
papers partial to Mr. La Follette, from

The Sentinel of today gives the follow- 


ing resume of yesterday's proceedings in 
state politics: 


Oconto county's La Follette contin- 


gent bolted from the regular convention 
and held a rump session with for.ty-flvfe 
delegates, while the Tegular stalwart 
convention had forty-nine delegates, the 
exact numlber given in the Sentinel's re- 
turns yesterday.

At tho close of the Oconto convention

This statement was 
made in the regular Republican conven- 
tion, after the La Follette rump session 
headed by two former Democrats .had 
failed to show that, it ha'd a majority of. 
the delegates in the county. 


Like the Ocbntp convention, the Sauk 


ar\d Sawyer county conventions .demand- 
ed the return to the senate, of John C. 
Spponer, though unlike the Ocoito con- 
vention they .were dominated by .I/a Fol-; 
letie supporters. Jefferson county, be- 
ing solidly stalwart, demanded the re- 
turn of Senator. Spooner and to this end 
made former Governor Hoard a member 
of the'delegation at his own request, 
though the remainder of the delegation 
in'both assembly districts is stalwart. 


In Gates county there was a deadlock 


for five ballots/when a supposed -stal- 
wart swiched to the La Follette 
side.
